Star those which vou do not 
have on hand and you have yout 
shopping list all made out) for

Do your shopping or order the 


needed foods and your men 
early so if you have to make 
changes in your plans or make 
substitutions you can do so with- 
out last minute confusion. Such 
a plan will enable you to pet 
everything at once so no time 
is lost when you start the meal.

Vollard came to Paris vhen he 
was 19 years old. Immediateir, 
he started collecting the works 
of painters. In spare moments 
he wrote ,and his books on De- 
Cezanne and Renoir ere 
well known. He also created a 
characler whom he named Pere 
Ubu and through whom he ex- 
pressed his savage and Rabelai- 
sian humor. This fictitious char- 
acter was Vollard’s method for 
getting back at a world he con- 
sidered rather stupid. Even so, 
he is a great lover of life and 
most appreciative of the beauty 
it produces. 

An eccentric, if ever there was 
one, Vollard’s only close com- 
panion in his large Paris home is 
iu big yellow cat. Because of the 
value he placed on his painting 
collection, it-is his habit always 
to keep the doors of his rooms 
locked. But he did want his yel- 
low cat to have the freedom of 
th. house, so he cut arched holes 
ui all the doors, through which 
tabby misht pass with ease. 

Now, at 67, this man who

exhibition of his great collection.

h ANY thrifty domestics, wait- 

ers, shoe-shiners and others 
who do Httle things for us in the 
course of a lifetime, have accu- 
mulated wealth from the nickels, 
dimes and larger sums we have 
given in appreciation for some 
service. From time to time, all 
of us have heard stories of some 
thrifty Italian, who, starting 
with a little shoe-polishing out- 
fit, has built a fortune by sav- 
Ing 

From England comes proof of 
what some thrifty people have 
been able to do. As an example, 
take King George's head game- 
Keeper at Windsor Castle, the 
late Edward Dadley, who died a 
short tume ago, leaving $8,395. 
That stim seems a trifle when 
compared with the fortune left 
by thé late head gamekeeper to 
the Duke of Buccleuch, which 
amounted to $213,605. Several 
other head gamekeepers to no- 
blemen with famous “shoots” 
have left their heirs more than 
moderately well off. 

The basis of their fortunes 
was, of course, tips, head game- 
keepers always being generously 
‘remembered” by their masters’ 
cuests. Another unusual case was 
that of John Coates, butler to 
Lord Ribblesdale. who left $67,- 
500. Butlers are tipped as game- 
keepers are, but it takes a good 
many tips to make up as large a 
sum as that. 

The explanation in this case 
was judicious investment in 
house property. And that expla- 
nation applies also to the $40,000 
fortune left by the late head 
waiter of the Cock Tavern in 
Fleet Street—one of whose pred- 
ecessors was immortalized by 
‘Tennyson 

Another man who tips made 
passing wealthy was the late 
head porter of the Savoy Hotel 
in London, Nicholas Mockett, 
who died in the early part of the 
year. Guests always tipped “Old 
Nick,” as he was called, because 
he was courteous. As a conse- 
quence, his will was proved at 
$100,000. 

This case, however, is by no 
means unique. Not long ago a 
Liverpool head porter died and 
left exactly $5,000 more than 
Mockett. Ana the late head por- 
ter ‘of the Lord Warden Hotel, 
in Dover, left $50,000.
